President Has a Message 



Gives to Congress His Ideas On the 
Remedy For The High Cost Of Liv- 
ing Maintained By Profiteers 

ASKS EXTENSION OF THE LEVER ACT 

Continuation of Lever Food Act as 
J'eace Measure Is One Recommend- 
ation-Govemmait to Make 
Public Cost on All Articles 




Washington, Aug. 8. — President 
Wilson put the finishing touches or 
his high cost of living address and if 
ready to deliver it in person to Con- 
gress this afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

The address will be confined to 
laying before congress what meas- 
ures, in the opinion of the President 
and of the sub-committee appointed 
by Attorney General Palmer, should 
be enacted at once to bring relief to 
the public from the existing high 
prices. 

All the elements that help create 
the conditio^ the country finds itself 
in today in the view of these men will 
be dealt with. These include, it was 
learned authoratively, labor prob- 
lems and strikes resulting from them 
and production which would be inter- 
fered with by strikes. 



The President will ask for an ex- 
tension of the Lever food control act 
to itaake it applicable as a peace time 
measure and to include all commodi- 
ties, shoes, clothing and life neces- 
saries as well as" food. 

This much as to the contents of 
the address was learned after Presi- 
dent Wilson had called into confer- 
ence members of the cabinet and the 
Palmer sub-committee and revised i' 
to meet their suggestions. 

It is considered probably by offi- 
cials that the president also will sug- 
gest the necessity of throwing tlie 
"full light of publicity" on the ques- 
tion of costs, with a view of enabling 
the public to protect itself against 
extortion. This idea may even go 
so far as to inolade marking the cost 
of manufacture on the article.

Tax On Cold Storage Food. 

A novel plan to put a crimp in the 
Idgh cost of table products by taxing 
food out of cold storage is embodied 
in a bill which Representative B. F 
Welty of Ohio has just introduced ir 
the house of representatives. 

The bill provides that staple arti- 
cles of food held in cold storage shall 
be taxed on a graded scale, thei 
amount of tax depending on the 
length of time, the food is held in 
storage. 

These taxes are ma'ie to apply to 
beef, pork, veal, sheep, poatj^, lamb 
or kid, poultry or game, fish, eggs, 
butter and ^e manufactured pro- 
duct of all these articles. 
, The taxes are heavy, being, for in- 
stance, in the case of beef, 10 per 
cent of the selling price after six 
months, and less than eight months 
in storage; 15 per cent after eight 
months and less than ten months; 20 
per cent after ten months and less 
than twelve months. 

The maximum tax in all instances 
is' 30 per cent of the selling price. 
In case of veal this maximum applies 
after eight months; in case of lamb 
or kid, poultry or game and fish, the 
maximum applies after ten months 
and in the case of pork, eggs, butter 
and sheep or goats the maximum is 
levied after twelve months in stor- 
age.

Illinois and will, hereafter, be free 
to all people of the State. The n- 
sort is one of the most picturesqae 
of the kind in the United States and 
was dedicated in 1906 when a mona- 
met was unveiled in memory of fif- 
teen white settlers who were slain 
by a band of Black Hawk Indians 
May 20, 1832. As La Salle county 
has been unable to give the park the 
improvements required, and the state 
legislatnre could not legally vote 
money for this purpose while the 
title remained with the county, it 
was deciilfd by the board of super\-i3- 
ors to turn the property over to the 
State and thus enable it to receive 
the attention that the beauty of the 
spot and its historical associations 
warrant.

Replete with thrilling incidents of 
Indian warfare, the history of Illinois 
records few, if any, events of greater 
importance, from the standpoir 
the histmrian than the Indian creek 
massacre which occurred on May 27, 
1832, on the present site of Siiab- 
bona park.

J 
"In order that the source and 
cause of the evil may be located and- 
proper means worked out to remove' 
such evil, I have thought it proper 
to appoint a commission to investi- 
gate the situation, and to suggest 
some remedies as such investigation

State assist the commission in the 
performance of the work in hand."

to three survivors, fifteen lives were 
sacrificed by the cruel rifle and scalp- 
ing knife of the Indians of Black 
Hawk's bloodthhnty iMuid. Thirty 
years after the massacre, William 
Munson who married one of the three 
women who escaped the wrath of the 
red men, erected a monument to the 
memory of the victims, which cost 
$700. This memorial still stands. In 
subsequent years, the patriotic res-| 
idents of La Salle county launched 
a campaign in behalf of a larger 
monument The legislature finally 
passed a bill appropriating $5,000 
for the purpose and the county set 
aside a tract of seven acres as a 
memorial park to be known as Shab- 
bona. This monument is sixteen feet 
in height. It also commemorates the 
deeds of Shabbona, chief of the Pot- 
towatamies, who was a staunch 
friend of, the whites, and wKo was 



the Paul Revere of the Mississippi 
valley. 

Shabbona'* Faithf ulnets. 

After attending a war danofe in 
Lee county in May, 1832, called by 
Black Hawk to latknch a campaign of 
extermination against th6 white set- 
tlers, .Shabbona and his son, declin- 
ing to participate, and warning Black 
Hawk of the consequences, stole 
away to sound the note' of warning. 
They determined to save as many as 
possible from the torture and tragic 
death that would be the fate of <tll 
in the path of the avengers. Turn- 
ing their back upon their own rade 
forever, realizing that their act would 
be regarded as triatorous, Shabbona 
and his son went from log cabin to 
cabin, warning the settlers to flee for 
their lives. Many heeded the warn- 
ing and hastened to the fort near Ot- 
towa While others went t» Fort Dear- 
borne, now the site of Chicago. Most 
of the settlers respected the\ warning 
of the old chief and his son as they 
hastened down the Illinois valley, 
but a few laughed at his words and 
remained. In Kendall county, the 
horse ridden by ShabboAa fell dead 
but he was given another by.George 



HoUenback and the ride was contin- 
ued. Thanks to the efforts of Shab- 
bona, the victims of Black . Hawk, 
were not as many as the murderous 
band expected. In addition to the 
fifteen settlers who were murdered 
at Indian Crsek two young women, 
Rachel and Sylvia Hall, sisters, were 
carried into captivity and were never 
heard from again. 

State Is Aroused. 

The raid of Black Hawk aroused 
the entire State .and a smftU army 
was organized to destroy the band. 
Abraham Lincoln was one of the vol- 
unteers. The Indians were driven 
across the Mississippi river into Iowa 
and returned to Illinois no more. 

Shabbona, who was bom in 1775, 
erected a cabin near Seneca after th^ 
massacre and was given kindly treat- 
ment by the white men for his friend- 
ly warning. He died in 1859 and 
wa»- buried in Evergreen cemetery at 
Morris in Grundy county. In 1903, 
a huge boulder was placed over the 
grave. Many men, prominent in 
public life of the SUte, attending the 
unveiling and delivered addresses 
eulogizing the memory of the great 
chief who was willing to become the 



Benedict Arnold ofyhia race to sw« 
the lives of his white friends. 

The act of Shabbona was the more 
remarkable from the fact that he was 
in the war of 1812 and fought with 
the British troops against the Amer- 
ican colonists. At the battle of the 
Thames when the great chief Tecum- 
seh fell, Shabbona was second in com 
mand. When peace was declared, 
Shabbona vowed he would never raise 
his tomahawk against the white again 
and he kept hia.word.

D., Episcopal bishop of Michigan, who 
appeared on the stand In rebuttal of 
the testimony of Prof. J. S. ReoTos, 
professor pf political science in the 
Uniyendty of Michigan who had pre- 
Tlonsly testified that Henry Ford's 
views were distinctly anarchistic. 

Bishop Williams said that Mr. 
Ford's Tiews were tar frbm being 
anarchistic and were. In tact, Chrili> 
tian, commop and often commonplaee. 
^The Bishop refused to be led by 
Tribune coimsal in his answers and 
insisted on telling "the whole truth." 
Asked whether be thought Henry, 
Ford's declaration that all armies 
should be disbanded, all navies de- 
stroyed and all material of war con- 
verted into commerical implements 
was aaarohtatle, the witness answer- 
ed:

New York, Aug. 8.— Thirteen of 
New York's leading legitimate thea- 
tres were closed last night by an ac- 
tor's strike called an hour before the 
curtains were to go up, by the Ac- 
tor's' Equity association. 

More than 16.000 persons includ- 
ing many who had braved the Brook- 
lyn car strike in order to reach the 
theatres, were disappointed. In 
most cases the suspension of perfor- 
mances was announced from the 
stage after managers had waited 
from 15 to SO minutes to see wheth- 
er the actors would put in an appear- 
ance. 

The strike order followed close fn 
the heels of rejection by the prodW^ 
ing managers' protective association 
of an ultimatum demanding aetipn by 
" a. m. on demands which had been 
submitted several days ago. 

These demands included recognit- 
ion of the Actors' Equity association, 
which recently has affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, extra 
compensation for performances in ex- 
cess of eight a week and continua- 
tion of the sUndard "equity" form, 
of contract in use since 1917. 

Officials of the managers' asj^ia- 
tion have announced that they^re 
'read^ for a fight" and that ^teps 
have been taken for an organization 
of the legitimate, vaudeville, bur- 
lesque, and moving picture interests 
to combat the efforts for unionization' 
of stage and screen artists. 

Efforts were made at several of the 
theatres offering musical attractions 
to continue the performance with 
chorus but large sections of the aud- 
iences started toward the box office 
windows to obtain refunds and this 
plan was called off.
